These
two young people were the tirst of the cy-
clone sutferers your correspondent saw, und
4 sad uugury of the beurt-rending and [right-
tul seenes before him their mournful fate
suggested,  The disclosures of my proposed
visit to Covington and 118 viemity to-duy
will inform you of the maguitude of this
domestic stlliction.

[readsvay, iving on Cotton creek, to bave
been canght up and esrried away, and Lo be
yet missing in spite of search, Widew Hol-
lowns’s house was blown down oud that lady
very terribly wounded, several of ber ribs
being broken und torn from ber back by fall-
ing timbers; and several of Mr. W. F. Har-
den’s children were seriously burt, BMrs, E.
M. Melton was badly irjured by brokeno raft-
ers.

for five or ten feet from the ground, while
bigber up it lowered black as mideight, Six
miles west of Ceviogton, Captaio G. M.
Cunningbam suffered the totul loss of his
mapsion and its contents. His wife and four
children, in the building at tbe time it fe!l,
escaped unhart. It s ssid this pious lady
left her children in one room, and repaired
uerself to an adjoining spartment to pray to
the Ruler of the elements when Lhe tempest
burst upon her bome, Cals, chickens, and
guineas were killed on the place by the furi-
ous blasts. A board from the wheat-house
was found three miles from its pont of de-
parture In a reverse direction to the course
of the storm, and letters gere blown seven
wiles (‘o Covington), which were picked up
and returned to Capusin Cuppingbam. Bed-
dipg was lodged in tree-tops balf a mileaway,
and a heayy twelve-inch timber-plate, sixty
feet long, was lifted to an adjoiving planta:
tion. A vegro named Antrew Tillman, in
an out-house, was struck on the forchead
overthe le't eye by a descending rafter, Lhe
-kull fractured, and several pieces of bone |
driveninto the brain. The negro is doing wel . |
Niar this place the bouse ot Mr. John Lloyd,
which bad been burnt tbe precediug Friday,
wgs finished by the storm, Mr. George M-
Keon was caugbt up, trapsferred a quarter
of a mile, and landed on a fence with few
contusions, Thbe wild wiods cume on and
erossed the Aleovy river a short distuoce
above and porth ol Cedar Shoals factory, at
the bead of Bear creek, a few domicils ol
the factory hands Leing blown down as they
passed. At about 2 o’clock P. M. the storm
reached its pearest point to Covington, at
the place of Mr, Jubn Nortop, two miles
west, This country residence was located
ou no exposed elevation, perbups the high
est point in all the asjacent section, avd thus
becume

to the fierce elements. Mr. Norlon was ab-
sent from home., Mrs, Norton and ber two
children and a little boy were in the house.
It fuced to the west, and was built on brick
pillars some tbree feet high, Thrown from
its supp rters, the body of the house was ut-
terly demolisbed, the roof blown a hal:-mile
away and lodged in a pine thicker, the fur-
niture brokea and scattercd, provisions and

broke off from the main body and scooted
up the railroad track by thedepdt and passed
around the southeastern side of the village.
The main cyclone, by resulting force of re-
pulsion, slightly deviated from its course,
aod went a little more, for the moment, Lo
the northward. This caused a gap between
the two divisions of the hurricape thus
made, and this gap pessed over the centre
of the town, Had it not been for this
diversion the whole fury of the cyclone
must have dashed itsell upon the place, and
it must inevitably have been laid in utter
waste and desolation, As it was, the maio
burricane edged it on the southwest, and
the lesser one erossed its mortheastern end.
In this gap also, fortunately, the train was
stopped by the force of the contrary winds,
und thus was saved from destruction. At
the point'oh-the track between the depdtand
Dr. Montgomery’s house, and west of tbe
depd: some four hundred yards, Mr. R. B.
Etbridge, railroad agent, a geotleman some
rort.; years old, stood on the track near the
depd” watching the departing train and the
coming storm. In a trice he was

CAUGHT UP BY THE WINDS
and dashed to the ground. Recognizing the
danger of the situation, he grasped the iron
rm_l near bim, and wound both arms around
it in his prostrate condition. Holding tightly
for dear life In this manner, he was enabled
to control his body and legs from the fury of
the tempest, but be was beaten upand down
sgalpst the ground in this position for the
space of two minutes. Oan getting up during
a momentary lull to try and make the shel-
ter of the dejot he was hurled under the
depd’, and lost a fine string of Augusta
blackfish he had just paid a balf-dollar for at
the train., Notbiog bas ever been heard of
the fish since. Mr. W. S, Vining, depd’
watchmin, bad also fnvested fa piscatorial
delicicies, and afier starting to bls home,
some fifty yards north of the track, stopped

for a parting glance likewise ut the
storm and cars, Without any no-
tice whatever he was lifted from

where he was stunding on the side of
the track and abruptly set down ten
feet distarton the hard ground, Scrambling
lo his feet he ran as well as be could to his
house and got it between bim and the wind.
Venturing around the corner to get admit-
tance through the door, the wind, by sheer
foree, broke his bold of the door-koob four
successive times, and dasbed bim off the
steps. With the fifth effert he got in, and
found his young wife, with her little baby in
her arms closely bugged to ber breast, sitting
in the middle of the room, tilled with despair-
ing apprebension that death was imminent.
This first severe opslaught lasted tive min-
utes, succeeded by beavy rain and bail, In
fiftcen minutes afterwards a second blow
prevailed, which frigbhtened the people who
bad come out back into their selected places
of sulety, feeling that escape wus not yet sure,
Soon Mr. Vining ventured out to give what
aid be could to those on whow the severities
of the eyclone bad fullen, and in passing the
portico of Wilson’s store, saw

OLD BAPTIST LUKE,

a darky preacher, standing stupefied by the
terrors that surrounded bim. Old Luke,
aroused to consciousne+s by the sound of a
friendly voice, instantly pitched into pray-
ing like be was ut a night-meetingz. Under
the adwirable direction of Mr. W. 3. Vin-
ing, who voluuteered kindly to act as guide,
your correspondent made tbe tour of the
town, and followed the track of the eyclone
for seyeral miles on foot, The chiel devas-
tation was doue on the southwestern side of
the villaze. The main storm crossed the
railroad tive bundred yards west of the
depdt at a deep cut, in which it prostrated
three buge pines that had been wrenched
off, thus barring the advanee of the passing
train. At tbis point, on the north side of
the railroad apd io front of the advancivw
eyeloue, stood the residence of Dr, J. J.
Montgomery, a square-built twe-story frame
house with eigut rooms, fronting south
from a portico and yard of flowers
aod shrubbery. The roof of the style, com-
wonly kouwn as bipped-roof, was torn off
and borne & quurter of a mile away. The
eastern side ot the building was blown out,
the furniture broken, und bousehold goods
scattered,a big pine lying erusted and crush-
ing the front gate, und a buge ouk uprooted
by the side of thedwellivg, on the east. The
kitehen, stavles, baro, fencing, and out-t10use
were demollshed, and the place left us il
swept by the besom of destruction. Tle

THE CYCLONE AT RUTLEDGE—A TRUE ACCOUNT

FROM AN EYE-WITNESS,
|Special Heport for the Constitationalist.]
Rrrienae, May 2, 18735.

The most severe torpado that ever came
through this portion of the country passed
over Rutledge yesterday aboui balf-past 2
o'clock. The cloud rose in the west, and it
was a terrible-lookiog one, going nearly east,
or a little north of east. It struck the right
end of the town at Dr. J. J. Montgomery’s
residence, tearing It all to pieces, not leaving
an out-house nor a papel of fence on his place,
This i3 the second time the Doctor has been
torn up by a tornado within eight years—the
other time in 1867, at Santon, His loss then
was pot less than six thousand dullars,
loss now i3 not less than fbree thousand
or four thousand dollars. It swept over
Rutledge, laying trecs, fences, and several
small houses tothe earth. Mrs, Crittenden’s
house was blown down, The Masonic Hall
and scidemy—all in one building—was scat-
tered and levelled with the sills. The bard-
est portion of it passed just north of Rut-
ledze, unreotivg several houses, strikisg a
plece of heavy oak timbered land, tearing
down every tree—scme by the roots and
some twisted off eight and ten feet bigh;
smashing the residence of Dr. C. P. Brown,
and unroofing the house of Mr. H.
Tomlin, and roioed his firm. His loss
io out-buildings, timber, and other dam-
age, will amount to over two thousand
doliurs. The next house was Mr. Joho
Hill Davis's which was demolished entirely,
not leaving a shelter on bis ploce, On Lis
farm the young corn and vegetation were
ywept off smooth to the grouud; also on Mr,
Tomlin’s. The bardest portion of the hur-
ricane wasabout a half or three-quurters ot
a mile wide, but for two miles wide It laid
lences level with the earth, From ten or fil-
teen miles above this place to twelve below
[ have reliuble news, There is not a tree of
any siz2 nor a panel of fence left standing,
and very few houses of any kind. It laid
waste the whole country in its track. The
farms of Ausustos Stoddsrd, Mrs. Stal-

ings, Mr, Harper, and maoy others
on Hurd Labor creeck and Saody
creck were laid waste, There was no

cept Mr. J. H, Davis and fumily were all in-
jured, and Mr. Reuben Allmap, oo Sandy
creek, bud everything blown away, aod i3
+0 badly Lurt be is oot expected to live.
Muany farms are so badly dumaged that it
will be impossible for the owners to muke a
erop this year. The huil was very heuvy,
und the ruio fell in almost u sclid sheet,
wasbing awany the lands sod cotton-seed
that were planted. So you see, between the
wiod snod raip, many are left wtthout bouses,
land, or timber, In mapy instunces provi-
sions, bedding, and clothing were ull carried
away. There is bouund to be great suffering
in the track of this terrible destroyer. A
greut wany borses, cows, and other stock,
are missing or erippled, The rain fell nearly
four inches deep on a level in my yard in
less thau len minules,

Many who saw the ruins at Camak say
this was a8 much stronger wind than that, It
blew up large ouks, two and three [leet
througn, by the roots, and carried them
thirty feet, and some that broke off were car-
ried several bundred yards.

I'he Masonic Hall is a heavy loss to the
Irateroity, us it wus a new building that cost
all that could be possibly raised by them Lo
build it. A full deseription of the ruins is
inpossible to write. You would have to se
1t to believe one-balf, Collard-plants, onions,
and other small vegetables were b'own out
by the roots. In some places the ground
was swept clean of small vegetation. 1f 1
vet any more particulars'which I think will
be of inteiest 1 will write you.

Dearing’s residence, three miles from Cov-
ington, was considerably damaged, but suf-
fered no casualties. A mile below MeGuire's
bridee it crossed Alcovy river, and ravaged
the Harriss plantation. Rev. W. L. Beene,
editor of the Covington Enferprise, was
passing slong here with his wife and one
child in a hight carriage, going to church.
Overtuken by the tempest, the shelter of
a pegro cabin was sougbt, The arrived
party made eight persons in the log
hut. In a moment its western fide was
forced in, the rool torn off, and the
rude buildisg toppled upon its uffrighted
occupants.

Thisis a place in Mergan county, of some
sixty bouses, including its immediate eovi-
rous, and is the lying-over station for trains
on the Georgia railroad. Years ago it wasa
cross-ronds grocery, but lots bave been
bought and fmproved by cooductors, enxi-
neers, und tran-hands uotil this primwul con-
dition bos been wmade a thing of the far pust.
It is one bundred and tifteen miles from Au-
wsusta, aod lies on a very slightly elevated plat

of land immediately mortb of the railroad
track. Jts bouses are all wooden structures,

in the vast msjority of cases are only one
story io beight, and are straggling. Ap-
proacbing from the southwest the cyclone
wus first observed wbile the up-passenger
(rain was ut the station on schedule time of

helpless wite in his arms and carried ber 1o
a pluce bebind the roots of an uplorn tree.
‘Torrents of rain descended, und the beavy
hail-storm beat upon them 1o this exposed
position, and when [rieods found them, as
the beavens cleired, both were exiausted.
Husbaod aod wife are now sick in bed,
PROSTRATED
by the nervous shock and distresses of the
dreadtul occasion. Ten years ago Dr. Mount-
gomery was the vietim of a cyclone at Sand-
towp, Ly which bis losses were great and bis
suatlerings severe, his children having then
bren blown five hundred yards. A small
farmer named Jobn Stepps occupied a Lwo-
room [rame bouse oue-quarter of a mile on
frow tbis residence, 1t stood on four pillars,
two and one-balf feet bigh, and wus inthe
edge of u cultivated field, and fuced south-
eust, with the clnmupey in the southwest end.
Mr. Stepps aud bis sister June were in 1L
when tbe burricane came. The rear shed
was blown away, the roof taken off, house-
hold goods then hited through the uncoyer-
ed top aod sown broadcast, while the house
was earried rom its pulars twenty feet. As
the building was breaking up the brotber
jumped from the apertare of the fire-place,
from which lbe chimoey had been blown
awny,aod the sister escaped througn the
door, bosh finding refuge beside the well-
curbing in toe yurd, and both being terribly
buttered by buge hail-stopes. Fences, sta-
bles, eribs, and all went, The storm tore
across lbe tields, felling scattered limber and
covering the earth with débris, and reached
4 section of the place called Pap-Handle.
Mrs. Shore’s mansion was uoroofed and piti-
Jessly exposed, while she und her dausoter
suved themselves by clinging to the poats of
Lhe door, whick faced east. This location is
in the edge of Lhe woods in the southwest
suburbs of Rutledge, which whirled tbe

cyclone a few bundred yards further
oo, and more perfectly embraced Ly
a forest of younog pines a8od ouks,

is the ruined dwelling of Dr. C. P.
Brown, & snuy, one-story new frame build-
1ng, Lhat rested on three-feet brick piliars.
Toe door was east, the chimaey soutb, and
as the edifice was precipitated teo feet from
iLs supporters, the brick cmmuey.lell_inward.

Nearly
every tree in ils vicioly is down, crossed
and piled 10 unimsginable sbapes. Tae roof
burst awsy, and clotoing, beds, furniture,
pictures, and everythiog thit had been bec-
peath it, followed its upward fhight. Dr.
Brown and bis wife were in a shed-room,
and, like i, escaped unbarmed. It isthougbt
the woole munston would bave gone had nol
the couk-room on its eastern side been
cru-hed down und driven into the grouad,
and Lhus served 43 a prop to te=1st the

DEMONS OF THE AlR.

Not far removed ooward is a deep ruvioe,
abovesnd around which waved Lbe stateliest
and grandest monarcos of the forest, while
on its deep aod almost precipitous sides
stood in reml graodeur, equally as strong
and proud, old oaks and lotty pines. When
tbe eyclope struck tuis ravine it appears Lo
bave been for s moment held withiu it, and
with a fierce restiveness at tbis daring re-
straiot it raged and tore the wrestliog and
weitbing Lrees with a lion’s lerocity in every
shupe aud direction. These spleadid trees
lie piled, uprooted or torn down, while their

seene of the washouts between here and
Rock Springs. The train went but two miles,
aud came to a halr, being within  fifty yards
of the first washout east of here, The pa:-
sepgers alighted from their sleeping-cars,
and were directed to gno up a hill to the left,
where Eddy’s camp is located, that being the
tirst trapsfer station, The rain and snow
made walking very disigreeable, the ground
being softand slushy. Atthiscamp immensze
quantities of buggage and mail were piled
up awaiting further transportation,

1 proceeded from Eddy’s camp, down
along tbe line of Lhe road, for a distaunce of
four miles.

The scepne must be witnessed before it can

be fully realized, Thbe condition of the road
is one of almost complete destruction, and in
going over it as Idid, tramping ankle-deep
in mud, and compelled at times to jump
across creeks and climb up muddy hills, it
looked as though it would take weeks before
the road could bein any maoper putino acon-
ditioa to permit truins to pass over, although
the bridze- and track-builders bhave entire
confidence that they wil bave the breaks re-
paired sufliziently to allow trains to pass
over within the pext five days.
The extent of diwmage on this four miles of
road is much worse than on any otber part
of the line, and is more diffizult to contend
with. The road pisses here almost ingu-
merable times over Bitter creek, the course
of its current having been uafortunately
turned by the exgineers in the construction
of the rond, From Greenriver to Lawrence
the romd runs tbrouzh an alkali desert, be-
tween mountain rupges. Embankments
were thrown up to a hetght of about tweoty
feet, consisiing of soft alkili clay, with no
gravel or ballasting, the ties being laid on a
road-bed which becoraes soft and slippery us
so0m as it is washed by the rajos.

The first large washout is about two miles
frow Green river, and is nearly a mile in ex-
rent. The water from the overflowed creeks,
fil'ed from tbe foothills, rose completely over
the embankment, and for several feet over the
tracks, and for & height of twenty-five feet
in some plices—being higher than ever
known in this region of country.

‘Toe embankmesnts were eotirely washed
away, rails breaking, sud the track in some
places was buaried twelve feet deep in mud.
At other points it i3 sliding down the track ;
at others, rails and ties sixcty feet in
length were throwo over the sides of
the remaining embankments, lsing there
as if they bad been raised cirefully by
men and laid there. At this point
J. T. Cark is at work, engaged with
3 large working force, in raisiag the track
and prepiring to relsy it tbere, aod his
wrecking-traios ruo down a truck on a
slidiog embwnkment, a bed of sleepers eight
feet deep having been laid so that the engine
and wrecking-train could lie on a tempordry
track.
